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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable over the closest prior art to Carey and Shimizu (of record). 

With regard to claim 7, the prior art fails to teach, suggest or otherwise render obvious 
the claimed recording medium having a soft magnetic underlayer with "a texture that provides a 
magnetic easy axis that has an easy axis alignment parallel to the line of relative transducer 
motion... wherein the texturing maintains the easy axis alignment in the presence of an externally 
applied field. 

With regard to claims 23-24, the prior art fails to teach, suggest or otherwise render 
obvious the claimed method wherein the seed layer material is one of "ruthenium, permalloy and 
tantalum-copper to reduce coercivity H c in the soft magnetic underlayer."
